D the people in their due obedience

befoꝛe that the Pariſians (who were amaſed fo ſe the ſo⸗ 
daine reducing of the ſaid towne to his aieſties obedi⸗ 
ence) could tome thither , oꝛ could cauſe the Duke of Au⸗ 
malle to come and beſiege the fozeſatd Senlis : during 
which time of thz& dayes the ſaid Ponſteur de Thoꝛe had 
lepſure both to furniſh the town with victual 4 munition, 
which he did aboundantly pꝛouide of all things neceſſas 
rie foꝛ the keeping and defence thereof. Alſo he caulcy 
to come thither , of choiſe men, out of cuery the villages 
in the valley and Duchie of Pontmoꝛencp, a ſufficient 
companie to foztefie the fowne : ſo that there were two 
thouſand able and reſolute fighting men at the leaſt, who

to aſſault the towne. This he did, not that the place was 
of ſuchlkrength, (foz that was weakeinough ) but repa⸗ 
ſing truft in the courage and faithfull mindes of the in- 


habitants and ſouldiers that were there. Then the Loꝛd 
ofBainneuille , who is now called the Gouernoz of Pa⸗ 
ris betauſe the Duke of Paienne was not there, came 
firſt out with a companie of Pariſtans well armed, and 
the Duke ol Aumalle was there almoſt as fone as he, 
with a companie of bꝛaue hoꝛſemen, and a ſozte of lote⸗ 
men: and thep beſieged the ftowne, being at the firſt daſh 
to the number ok foure thouſand men. Jmmedtatly, the 
Pariſians and other their partakers, came poſting from 
many plates being well ho2zſed furniſhed , ſo as in ſhozt 
ſpace there were gathered flue oz fire thouſand men well 
pꝛouided beſieging the towne , Da. Friday the fift of 
Pay they ſent to Paris, foz to haue oꝛdinante, and the 
ſame day were th2& peeces ſent them and no moe: that 
is, two Canons and one Culuerine, which, foz that 
none could be found fo conduc them with ſo much ſpede 
as they wiſhed,the way that they vſed was thus: There 
hauing bene an o2der taken at Paris not long befoze, 
that of ſixfeene Colonelles that were in ſirten quarters 
oꝛ parts ofthe Citie, one ſhould march euerp dap in god 
oꝛder, and wel furniſhed, with eleuen o2 twelue hundzev 
men, out of the Cit p, foꝛ to keepe the Caſtle of Saint Uin⸗ 
cent. whatſoeuer might happen: this Friday it happened 
that the Colonel and Captaine of Aubzet his regiment 
was aſſembled foz to go and gather together another re- 
giment and compante Colonelle fo2 captaine Compans, 
the one ofthe Shirifes of the ſaid Citie of Paris: the ſaid 
regiment of the captaine and Colonel d'Aubzet was con⸗ 
ſtrapned, going along vpon our Ladies bzidge, whereas 
they ſhould haue turned by the Greus, toward S. An⸗ 
thonies gate, foꝛ to goe to the Caſtle of 8. Uincent (whi⸗ 
ther a litle bcfoze were gone their baggage, their _—_ 
victua 
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vicualt and tuch like) that * might goe fo:thſtraight 
by S.Partines gate, to conduct the ſaid ozdinance, which 
was carried a little befoze toward the Suburbs, vnder 
the charge ofone Bꝛigard, the pzocuratoz of the hoſtell of 
the citie $ andthe nert day, being Saterday, in the eue⸗ 
ning, they came befoze Senlis:where at the firſt coming, | 
they hayled the town with a canon ſhot,at p noyſe wherof 
on a ſodain all the ſouldiers came to the wall of ptowne, 
and offred to make as great a bꝛeach in the wall, as they 
would demaund without their vſing of canon ſhot, ſeeing 
that they pꝛomiſed to geue the aſſault ; and heteapon be- 
ing p2eſently ſummoned to yeeld vnto a compoſition, they 
pꝛomiſed to make anſwere on the mozow: wherupõ a re⸗ 
pozt tame to Paris, that they of p town had offred 3. ſco2e 
thouſãd crownes as ſome ſaid; 100. thouſand crownes as 
other ſaid:fo2 their anſwere they baged out e ſpꝛead vpon 
the walles outward a great paynted cloth, in which they 
had hanged pourtrayed together two perſons, theDuke 
of Mayenne on the one ſide,+ the Duke of Aumalle on » 
other, and the Lady Wontpenſicr kneeling at the feete of 
them with her head all vncouered , weping,and tearing 
her haire:and the people cried out with vile oppꝛobzious 
ſperches, that the ſame was the poztraifure of the compo⸗ 
ſifion that they demaunded. This dꝛaue them fo ſend a⸗ 
gaine vnto Paris foꝛ ſtrength of Canon ſhot to beate the 
towne to duſt, as they ſaid. The meſſengers were furs 
ned away thence as fleightly as might be, without obtei⸗ 
ning that they came foz, and excuſe was made that they 
lacked bullets, and ſuch peces as they demaunded: and 
that was partly alſo foz a diſtruſt they had in the Duke 
ol Aumalle, who hadoftentimes refuſed to come and ioine 
himſelfe with the Duke of Mapenne, by reaſon of ambi⸗ 
tion that is betwirt them: moꝛeouer, becauſe that tha 
thought that the Loꝛd of Ballagny was comming thither 
with great ſtrengthof men, and ſeuen Canons , Befoze 
the comming of which Lozd of Ballagny, they of @enlis

made aſallis'ont; of he towne of à hundaed hozfemen; 
whereat they that beſieged the towne were ſo amazed, 
that they thought beſt to fly,and eſpecially the Pariſiang 
caſt away their armes, flying, and hiding themſelues in 
buſhes on cuery ſide: of which hundzed hozſemen , fiftie 
came backe info the towne , and the other fiftiekept the 
field foz to apde any that might come to ſuccour them, 
Then the L oꝛd of Ballagny with his companies of men, 
came and topned with the Duke of Aumalle, « they with 
their tenne Canons, began the battery on Wedneſday, 
the ſeuenteenth of Pap, and within a while the ſouldiers 
confuſedly gaue afſault to the fozeſaid fowne by the 
bꝛeach made the ſame dap, which was in trueth a great 
bzeach: not withſtanding, they had the repulſe, by reaſon 
they did that without the appointment of the Generall of 
the armie. About none woꝛd came that the Duke of 
Longueuille accompanied with the Lo2d of Humieres, 
the Lo2d Bonniuet, the Loꝛd de la None, the Loꝛd of 
Giurp, of Peſuiller , of Tour, and other Nobles of the 
Pꝛouince of Picardie, were at hand, to the number of a 
thouſand hozſemen,and thze thouſand ſotemen, foz to 
apde the towne of Senlis, Wherupon, the fozeſaid Loꝛd 
of Ballagny pitched in campe the beſt power of his men: 
t being then accompanied with the Lozds of Main- uille, 
of Sapſſenall, of Meſieres, of Cong and others, com⸗ 
ming neare the ſaid Duke of Longueuille, the hoꝛſemen 
of Cambꝛap marched on in god o2der , thinking to ouer⸗ 
come the fotemen of the ſaid Duke ol Longueuille: which 
fotemen deuided in the middle, and gaue rome foꝛ the 
o2dinance, which ſhot ſo furiouſly among them of Cabzap 
and among the Wallons , that ſ&ing ſo many of them⸗ 
ſclues ouerthzowen, they were fo2ced fo retire . After- 
ward. they comming to a ſet battaile, fought ſtoutly on 
both ſides,and with great courage , the ozdinance of the 
ſaid Duke of Longueuille, ſtill making great ſpoyle a⸗ 
mong the ſouldiers of the Duke of Aumalle, in ſo much

that the fofilviers began to conceino ſich great t2ead, ag 
neither the Duke of Aumatile, noz theLo2zdofBaltagng 
could euer gather them together againe by their chearful 
wozds,02 godly ſhewes whatſoener : andthe armie that 
held the fiege fiedail away pꝛelentiy. Which thing en⸗ 
couraged the Duke of Longueuille, with thoſe that had 
beens beſieged, iſſning thick out then, to follow them in 
chaſe,and kill them with handy blowes. By which means 
ther hold now ſafely the towne @enlis, haue gotten all 
the munition that the Duke of Aumalle had, powder, 
bullets, and oꝛdinance, about fifteene hundꝛed, oz nere 
two thouſand be llaine in that place, besides thoſe that 
were purſued and flaine as they fled in diuers villages, 
The ſaid Duke of Aumalle is hurt, and the Loꝛd of Bal⸗ 
lagny is alſo hurt in the face, though it be but a little:and 
the Duke of Aumalle is gone back to S. Denis, fearing 


left he ſhould not be in ſafetie, no2 very well welcome to 


Paris : the Loꝛd of 1Ballagny ſaned himſelſe by flying to 
Paris, there fayning that he would take oꝛder fo2 the ga⸗ 
thering together again of the ſouldiers, becauſe he would 
ſeeme to thꝛeaten his enemies, and to encourage again 
the bꝛaue ſouldiers of Paris. |

May. 1589. 


Ouſin, J ſkayed this bearer vntill J had ſome god 

newes to wzite. Jeuen now haue recetued ſome 
by a man that J ſent to Paris: he ſaw the companies of 
monſieur d Aumalle, that were diſcomfited at Senlis by 
monſieur de Longueuille, accompanied with monſieur de 
la Noue: he gat ſafe himſelfe the third day alter his flight 


to Saint Denis. Ballagny ts ſafe at Parts, and cheareth, 


bp the people that be altogether amazed and adzead at 
this ousrthꝛow. He pꝛomiſeth them new fo2ces out of 
the low Countreyes, but he hath the _— Judge you 
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whether this be the way to make them wel agFine, They 
aue loſt tenne great perces of oꝛdinance, thꝛe that be» = 
onged to the Arcenall, ſixe toPeronne , and one to Ami- 
ens: that was done on Wedneſday toward euening. My 
man tould not tell me what men they loſt᷑.foꝛ he came in 
haſte to bzing mee this god tidings. Make acquainted 
herewith aſter Marden of eur, and . Warden of 
Sonurap. You know alſo what monſieur de Chaſtillon 
did on Thurſday toward evening , This hath bene an 
vnluckie werke fo2 them, and ſo J truſt will the whole 
peare be. Continue your frendſhip to me, and 
make account, god couſin, that J will doe 
the like to pou alwaies.

and my god frend, that J haue wzitten this vnto yon, 
that pe may not be ignozant of that which happened pe⸗ 
ſterdap: knowing that you ſhall haue the matter repozs 
ted there with pou farre otherwiſe than is truo, betauſe 
they would not haue the Citizens diſcouraged, and to fed 
you daylp with hope of ſome high enterpꝛiſes, that you 
erped at the hands of this holy and inaincible army,thaf 
Panſieur the Duke of Payenne hath ſo long kept in this 
Countrey without doing any thing, making great pꝛo⸗ 
miſes, the leaſt of which is, that he will bzing the kings 
Maieſiie to that paſſe that the moſt mutinous fellowes i .

as was beft fo2 him to doe, and after that had done 
fomewhat as he might, deing obſtinate a long time, after 
his ſo great enterpꝛiſing he gaue place to the kings pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, and at the comming of the king of Nauarre, he gat 
him backe as ſwne as he vnderſtode that he was neare, 
but this is not p onely argumẽt that J waitc ot, but foꝛ to 
tell you that we knew how diſcontented the ſtrangers 
and Mallons of his armie were, ſo as they would nerdes 
haue bene gone, and that the ſaid Loꝛd had much a doe fo 
make them ſtap, and J belene the cauſe why they be not 
pet come backe, is the hope that he put them in ok recei⸗ 
uing new foꝛces, and freſh ſupplie from the companies 
in Picardie, which he looked foz fro the Loꝛd of Aumalle, 
I tell you plaine that this their hope is choaked: foꝛ cn 
Thurldap laſt at th2e& of the clock after none, as 3 vn- 
derſtode by a frend of mine, the Loꝛd of Chaſtillon , paſs 
ſing by Boilgency, and being ſent to the warre by the K. 
of Nauarre, with two hundꝛed hoꝛſemen, and as many 
harquebuſters, bnderffanving that certaine of the Duke 
of Aumalle his fronpes came that wap, foꝛ to ſet vpon the 
Lo2dof Lozges, whohad beaten the way the day be⸗ 
foze, directed his courſe toward Bonnenall, and with 
him twenty ofhis Gentlememen fo2ſcoufes „ who were 
led by the Loꝛd of Fonqueroltes: they met with Arclein⸗ 
ville, gouerno2 fo2 the Duke of Payenne at Chartres, 
who had with him fiftie hoꝛſes, they make towards him 
fo2 to bid him battaile, he meeteth with them, they vſe the 
matter ſo that they kill fine oꝛ ſixe of his men: he retireth 
and geueth Alarme to the troupe that was hut a quarter 
of a mile thence, the troupe came oꝛderly vnder the lea⸗ 
ding of the Lozd of Saueuze, where were the Loꝛzds of 
Bꝛoſſes, that had a faire troupe of fire oꝛ ſeuen ſcoꝛe gen⸗ 
tlemen, all the chotſe of noble birth in Picardie on their 
ſide to the number of thzzzbundzed hoꝛſe, with flue and 
twenty oꝛ thirtie harquebuſiers, with the Lozd of Foꝛce⸗ 
ville,tmany other Gentlemen of name: then theLozd 
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ol Chalkinion changed his pate to a froffe, ſoʒ to enter⸗ 
taine them. Charboniere and Harambure with their cõ⸗ 
panies of light hoʒſemen, were on his left wing on the os 
ther ſde. Sauenze ſetting foꝛth befoze his harquebuſiers, 
ſet his company of Lanciers in rankes, and commeth a 
great pate, without breaking ranke, foz the ſpace of a 
quarter ot a mile. The frumpets ſound the charge on 
both ſides, the Loꝛd of Chaſtillon caſteth about a little, to 
ſtay fo2 his harquebuſiers, and placing them, he maketh 
two boſles of the hozſemen that he hath , he goeth to the 
ſkirmiſh. Saueuze commeth fo:th very bzanely x coura⸗ 
giouſly, galloping fo2 thirty paces , his harquebuſiers on 
hozſoback gene the onſet nære inough: the L. of Chaſtillõ 
his fwteinen receiueth thrm:who , after the firft harque⸗ 
buſiers were diſcharged , euen during the light, ruſhed in 
among the hozſemen, kitled many hozſes with their 
ſwoꝛdes and of them were ſlain one that had bene ol the 
king of NRauarres garde, and two ſouldiers of the garri⸗ 
ſon ol Boiſgency, and no mo. Saueuze, who on a ſodaine 
had bent himſelfe againſt the light hoꝛſemen, taketh 
right, and chargeth ſs furtouſty the Lo2d of Chaſtil ion, 
that the für ſt rankes were bzoken ,he vnhozfed and layde 
along, and eight 62 tenne of his Gentlemen incurred the 
like miffoꝛtune: among whom were Moup, Noſnp, B. 
Sere, reſillon and Chamballam: two oꝛ thꝛæ of which 
were hurt with launces, and twenty oz. thirty of their 
hoꝛſes llaine. The Bꝛoſſes at the ſame time ſet vpon 
the rereward ot the Loꝛd of Chaſtiilon, ſo that his troupe 
was greatly troubled. At length the Loꝛd of Chaſtillon, 
and others that were ouerthzowen, recouered thfſelues, 
and fell a fighting with their ſwo2ds on fate, and he him⸗ 
ſelfe aduentured ſo farre , that he was hurt on the face 
wi lh a bꝛoken launce. In the meane while Barambure, . 
who had the leading of the king of Nauarre his light 
hoꝛſemen, next to whom was Fouquerolles in ranke, ſet 
vpon Saueuze and his companie ſo 3 that he ens 
| i 
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tered and bꝛake ray. ſo as he made them lie , and viſpcrfe 
themſelues in ſuch ſoꝛt, that they could not be gathered 
together againe. They were then purtued, and ſtaped 
in the ſame place where were alſembled of Picards aboue 
ſixe ſcoꝛe Gentlemen: the reſidue Were purſued a god 
mile and a halfe, and were ſlaine by the way flying, to 
the number or thꝛeeſcoꝛe ⁊ mo, with al the harquebuſiers, 
two Coꝛnets taken, and the bearers of them flaine,fo2ty 
Gentlemen taken, among which were Saueuſe and 
FJoꝛceuille: Maup of account were hurt, where as the 
Lo2207Chaſtilion loſt but one . ee but th: 
ſouldiers, as J ſaid befoze, and there Were hurt none but 
Chamballam and two oz thzee others that were hurt 
with launces and ſwoꝛds, pet their hurts are not deadly, 
The Lo2d of Chaſtillon won the field. This is a begin⸗ 
ning to make them loke vnfo their owne conſciences, 
that are riſen vp againſt the king. J was deſirous to let 
vou vnderſtand hereok, that pe might know the trueth, 
which is hidden from you by cwſening ſhifts that they 
haue to feede you with falſe rumoꝛzs. J learned this by a 
Gentleman that bꝛought a letter, the copie of which 3

ueuze and another of the chiefetaines : ſome-of the Caps 
taines were ſlaine, and about two hundzed of their men, 
the reſidue are pꝛiſoners, and their colours are goffen a- 
way. To be ſhoꝛt, this is as happy a victoꝛie as any that 
bath beene gotten in theſe warres. All the kings enemies 
that came out of Picardie are ſtayed there. This will be 
god newes foz the king, and fitte fo2 his dealing with 
them of Poictiers. The foꝛeſaid N. will tell you all par- 
ticularlyp. Reſting my ſelfe thereupon , J will ſay no 
moꝛe, but will pzay God, god Couſtn,tokepe you,

May, I 5 89. From Baugency. 


> Riendes , J am very ſozy to come 
and viſit vou with fach a company 

e and to be confkrained after fo long 
time that J haue beene comming 
toward vou, to ſhew vnto this pꝛo⸗ 
6 uince and to your neighbours a- 
Q/Z Fo bout, thoſe verations and diſcom⸗ 
Z IF moditics that wars bzings with 
if, 1 deut nefwithſtanving heretofoze vtelded testimo⸗ 
nies enough both beſdꝛe God and men, of thodiliking 
that J had in maintaining warres: J haue by manp and 
ſundꝛy actions ſhewed , that my bearing armes was to 
none other end, but to p2ocure peace, that in hope hercof 
J am bold to beare armes:hauing this conſcience, J truſt 
that God will bleſſe me in mp battailes:eſpectally new, 
when as euen in the ſight of all Chaiſfendome my King 
bath honoured me ſo much as to peeld him ſelfe the iudge 
ofmy right intentions, and he is become the belt witnes 
that J could wiſh,ofmineinnocency. Jhaue in generall 
many times exhoꝛted Fraunce to deſire the owne quiet 
and reſt. J haue accoꝛding to my duety in ſeruite to the 
Ning my Loꝛd and maiſter, and foz the god of my ceun⸗ 
frey fozeſeene and manifeffly ſpoken, euer ſince the be⸗ 
ginning of the laſt ciuill warres, againſt the euils wher⸗ 
with they haue now filled the eſtate of this realme. By 
fozeſeeings thereof pꝛoued as true as my pꝛoteſtations 
and ſpeakings of it were vnpzofitable,to my great E 
ob 


bs hauing tent his 1 rod oof dilfention vpon this pwze 
Realme.) Pet will Jnotceaſe to deſerue well of the 
Nealme: my Countrep ſhall rather faile in duetie tos 
wards me a Citizen thereof, than Ja Citizen will faile 
in duetie toward my Countrep: and as long as J ſhall 
fee this ſicke common weale bꝛeath o2 gaſpe, J will not 
once leaue it, vntill it be either wholy cured, oz that 3 be 
dead with it. Loke what J haue done in generall , that 
will J doe in particulars, whereſoeuer occaſion ſhall be 
offered . And J am glad that comming to you/befoze that 
p matter come to be tried by foꝛce of armes) may aſſaꝝ 
what god oꝛder, reaſon and milde courteſie map winne 
pour hearts vnto: Foz you , whatſoeuer madnes, oꝛ in- 
fectious diſeaſe God hath lapd vpon you', thoſe are but 
things now o2dinarily incident to Fraunce :J aſſure my 
ſelfe that vou are of the race of thoſe men that alone did 
aſliſt king Charles the ſeuenth when he fled to Bourges, 
and apded him againſt England, againſt Burgonie, 
Guienne, Noꝛmandie, Bꝛitaine, and almoſt all France 
that was confederate againſt hun. J cannot but ſtil won⸗ 
der, and am aſtonied to thinke how ye ſhould become ſo 
ſenceleſſe, asnow to make no moze account of that moſt 
famous titie of your Aunceſtozs ; J cannot deuiſe what 
argument might be fo effectuall, and ol ſuchimpoztance, 
as to make you ſo lightly to leaue pour fidelity + loyalty, 
the oath which euen from his birth euer one of pou hath 
ſwo2ne to his Countrep, the vow that ye haue reiterated 
oꝛ made againe and againe, at the coꝛonation of ſo many 
kings, and the ſame oath, wher with you haue ſtand boũd 
theſe many peares, and pet ſo abide under this king, 
whom God at this pꝛeſent hath geuen vs. J cannot ima⸗ 
gine what might dꝛiue you to thinke that a ſlauiſh eſtate 
vader the Spamia: ds, ſhould be moze pleaſant than to, 
liue at libertie, acco2ding to the manner of France : that? 
the croſſe of Lozraine,oꝛ of Burgonvie, ſhould better go» 
uerne the eſtate than the auncient and 8 Flour⸗ 
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delutes, which be reuerenced all Chꝛiſtendome ouer. To 
conclude, that the name of a fraytoz, of a rebell againſt 
his magiltrate, againſt his P2ince, to be a deſpiſer of his 
tommandements, and a violater ofhis maieſtie, ſhould 
be better, and moꝛe honourable than the name of a god 
Citizen, and a faithfull ſubiect. But you will ſay, it is an 
vnſckmely thing ſoꝛ me that haue bozne armes foz the li⸗ 
bertie of conſcience, if Jſhould blame your doings , that 
are grounded vpon a colour ofthe like. That which may 
ſerue foz an excuſe fo thoſe of the religion, ye would hold 
tobe lawfull foz vou: but ſ&ing you like to take them 
foꝛ example goe yet no further than they. Jfthey would 
haue gone about to plant their religion in Fraunce by 
dinte ofſwoꝛd: if they had gone about to make any warre 
offenſiue to the king, befoꝛe they were ſet vpon, 4 fozced 
to defend themſelues, O what would men haue ſaid then: 
They neuer did ſo:they al waies ſfod vpon their defence, 
alwaies ready to receiue peace whenſoeuer it was offe- 
red: and pet notwithſtanding, onely becauſe that the an⸗ 
nointed of the Loꝛd, he to whom the ſcepter belongeth, 
was againſt thẽ, God did not al waies bleſſe their armes: 
foꝛ to declare vnto the people that there is nothing ſo 
deare vnto God, as the maintaining of the Paieſtie of 
kings, which is an image of his owne maieſtie, and they 
are his Lieutenants on earth. You haue herefofoze accu⸗ 
fed thoſe of Nochell, you haue vniuſtly called them tray- 
toꝛs and rebels, becauſe thep would not geue ouer the li⸗ 
bertie of their conſcience , noz hazard their liues to the 
mercie of their enemies. It you ſpight at them with thole 
nodly names, ſtap a while as well as they, vntill you ſ& 
Edicts publiſhed, by which all the Catholikes of France 
ſhalbe accounted and vſed as traptoꝛs: waite till pe (ce 


„them llaine thzoughout all the god cities and townes 


that be neare you , and that an armie of men ſhall come 
thundering vpon your walles foz to ſpoyle vou:then ſhal 
feare indeede excuſe pour taking armes, and neceſſitte 

your 
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pour rebellion. But vntill that time, my friends, what 
halt haue ve to make your childat᷑ a race of faithleſſe trute 
bzeakers,rebels and traptoꝛs. But ye will ſay that then 
it will be no time, and that pou will pꝛouide fo2 that be⸗ 
foꝛe hand. Jf ye would eſterme your cauſe and end to be 
better than theirs of the religion, pe mult think that it wil 
neceſſarily follow, that God wil no leſſe fauour pou than 
them, ſeeing vou follow them foꝛ example. Call to minde, 
that they had to deale with the ſtate of Fraunte when it 
was flouriſhing, with kings that were well obeped, well 
ſetled, that they were often ſurp2iſed, and their chiefe⸗ 
taines ſlaine. They neuer gaue a blow, but firſt they re⸗ 
ceiued twaine : they neuer had the foꝛecaſts that pou 
haue, and fo2 all that thep be pet aliue and at libertie, 
God be pꝛayſed: will he doe leſſe foꝛ you when pe ſhal be 
ſet vpon? And ye all know that you are yet ſtronger than 
they, and that you can neuer haue the enemies that they 
baue had. Mho doeth make you to runne headlong ſo 
raſhly: what madnes is it, foʒ feare of ſome euil that map 
diſpleaſe you hereafter, to make pour ſelues p2eſently 
bnfoztunate,and in miſerable ſfatezfoz to hinder a fault 
that may be, tocommitte a manifeſt crime: fo2 pꝛeuen⸗ 
ting an euill farre of, to tauſe and ſuffer an innumerable 
| ſozt of euils: fo2 aſſurance of libertie to your childzen, to 
[ bzing them vp in bondage: foꝛ making ſure to them their 
| quiet eſtate 4 their gods, to geue them ouer vnto warres 
and robberie? Belœue mee, my friends , they that put 
this in pour heads, doe goe about to make pour backs as 
fotſteps to get vp vnto the ſcaffold of their ambition: but 
they foꝛgat to fel vou, that if the ſcaffold fall(as no doubt 
it chall) they ſhal come downe headlong, and you will be 
ſifled vnder them, if they come not downe betimes, and : 
that you doe not get you away befoze all be onerthzowe , __ ;. 
Aduile you wel ofthe matter, it is but to put you in a 1 
vaine feare, to perſwade you that our king (whois the 9 þ 
molt Catholike king that euer was) wil compell you to 0 
| y 
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leaue your Catholike religion, be is farre from thꝛeat⸗ 
ning youthaf, But what, ſhould I be he that ſhould doe 
it: 4 am not pour king neither ſhall J euer be it it pleaſe 
God.) If Jſhould be called thereto,J would not be fo vn⸗ 
wiſe, but J wouldflie all occaſions that might bꝛerde ti⸗ 
uill warre and difſ:nfton in a Realme , J am glad that 3 
map now talke fo familiarlp and neighboꝛly with you, 
ou haue ſeene there but fo2 two dapes, wedneſday and 
thurſday laſt, the beginnings of the ſucceſſe that God 
ſent peur armed men af Senlis, and here, euen in the 
vicwof two of the greateſt cities of Fraunce: Lwke vp⸗ 
on it it is not fo2 vou to make warre againſt pour king, 
whether he had occaſion to puniſh the Duke of Guiſe, 
yea oꝛ no. There haue at other times bene in Fraunte 
ſome of as great a houſe as he, that haue beene mo2e 
ſhamekullp vſed : and pet the people toke not an cuil 
quarrell in hand. Soueraigns are not to render an ac⸗ 
compt of their ſcepter to any but to God: when things 
are done, we mull loke to obey them: pou ſhall ncuer doe 
wel as long as pour foundation is ſo ill. And if ye would 
tomplaine, that gouernoꝛs would be ſet ouer you , oꝛ a 
garriſon of men that would treade pou vnder fte, and 
make you fo2s and ſuch like: albeit theſe be the ozvinarp 
complaints of all cities and fownes, which be not lawfull 
in a peaceable and well gouerned Realme, pet the diloꝛ⸗ 
ders of our Realme hath made them fitter to be receiued. 
It you would but deſire it, J know not certainly my T. 
the king his mind, but J am ſurely perſwaded , that fo2- 
getting pour offences, he will be at one with pou, if ye 
will but frame your ſelues to acknowledge your faults, 
and craue pardon. And doing thus, pou ſhal not ned feare 
that any but pour owne ſelues ſhall dꝛiue yon to leaue 
, Your religion that any other ſhall builde pour foꝛts but 
your ſelues, that ye ſhalbe your owne garriſon, And that 
is moꝛe fitte and pꝛoſitable foz you, than to be alwaies in 
pane and at alarme, hauing nede alwaies of an 2 
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to garde vou whenſoener pe goe out at the gates neuer 
ſo little, to ſee your co2ne fields your houſes and vines on 
a fice,your wiacs and childꝛẽ ſpotted, while pon go about 
fo reuenge another mans quarrell. My friends, if J 
were a Spaniard, oꝛ onc of Loꝛraine, J would not talke 
thus vnto you, J would be glad to ſe pou at war among 
pour ſelues, and to ſe my ſelfe even at your gates ready 
to ſpoile pou , oꝛ to beſiege pon: J would imagine that J 
had the ſpoile of y2u already. This is it whereat the ene⸗ 
mies daegloꝛp and boaſt, ⁊ if I were as they be, J would 
with it no otherwiſe : but Jama Frenchman, Jam one 
of vc ur ꝛinces, I haue a right in looking to the ſafegard 
of rou,therefo2e ſpeake I this vnto you. Nou map, it vet 
will, k&pe you where pe are in ſafetie and reſt, being 
maſters of pour owne heuſes, ſo as pe will gently peelde 
obedience and dueties, as you owe, vnto pour king: and 
as your example hath made many fwles, deale ſo now, as 
by following of you many map become wiſe. And belcue 
me friends this one woꝛd, that in trueth if but pour only 
citie hav rebelled, ve ought to haue bane ſoze puniſhed, 
but ſeeing the contagion is generall, it muſt be cured by 
clemencic . Certaine it is, neuertheleſſe, that as the citie 
o2 fcwne that firit began rebellion ſhall by inſt deſert be 
the moꝛe puniſhed foꝛ example ſake, ſc that which firſt 
ſhall ſeeke foꝛ mercie, ſhall farre moꝛe eaſilp finde fauoz, 
than that citieo2 towne that ſhall ſfay vnto the laſt pinch, 
J aſſure you iny friends, that J ſhalbe glad, and think my 
ſelfe happy , if J may be employed to winne vou by cle. 
mentie, rather than to ſubdue you by fozce ; Foz J am a 
Frenchman, and pours.
